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Claim (single) : 

A liquid-crystal thermometer characterized in that at least 
two kinds of pictures are constituted by a liquid crystal whose 
color develops in respective different temperature ranges, on "the 
surface of mark sheet 1, and said mark sheet 1 is fixed to a band 
4. 

L EMBODIMENT J 

The invention will be described, by way of an embodiment, with 
reference to Fig. 1. 

Fig. 1 is an explanatory view in the case of applying the 
thermomemter of the present invention to a nursing bottle. A 
melting time mark 2 and a drinking time mark 3 are drawn on the 
mark sheet 1 by liquid-crystal ink. For the melting time mark 2 
a liquid-crystal which develops color by reacting at 50 - 2°C is 
used, while for the drinking time mark 3 a liquid-crystal which 
develops color at 36 - 2 U C is used. The mark sheet 1 is attached 
being secured to a band 4, and the band 4 is adaped to be extenda- 
ble and contractable so as to be easily engaged to or disengaged 
from the nursing bottle 5. 

The pictures indicating the melting time mark 2 is made to be 
symbolic to show stirring or the like, its color developing tempe- 
rature is preferably in the range 50 - 2 U C so that the protein is 
not broken and is easly meltable. Further, the picture displaying

the drinking time mark 3 is made symbolic to show tne nipple and 
its color developing temperature is preferably in the range 36 - 
2 U C. 

In addition / said embodiment describes a band which is made 
extendable and contr actable, but the band is not limited to such 
one but it may be replaced by one like magic tape which is dis- 
engageable. Further, said embodiment shows a case where a nursing 
bottle is used, but naturally not limited to that case it is possi- 
ble to apply the present invention by suitably changing the pictures 
and the color developing temperature such as thermomemter for wine 
bottle or body thermometer for humans and animals, and it is possi- 
ble to alter the conditions within a range not derailing from the 
subject matter of the present invention. 
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
